Preservep Quinces. Pare and core 
your quinces and cut them in quarters. 
To four pounds of quinces add a_ pint of 
cold water, and two pounds of sugar, put- 
ting the sugar on the top and not stirring. 
Cover up tightly and let them boil until 
you can run a fork through them. Then 
jtake each piece out separately and lay on 
ja dish to cool; then strain the syrup, add 
two pounds more of sugar and boil slowly 
| without stirring and cover up half an 
hour or more until it is a dark red color 
and almost a jelly. Do not remove the 
scum until it is taken off the fire. Let 
both the fruit and syrup stand separate 
until the next day. Then puta layer of 
each alternately into the jars and 
tightly. By following these rules quinces 
j|may be kept perfectly soft and tender 
through the year.

Take a balf cup of rice, two quarts of 
rich milk, (sweet cream improves it.) a 
trifle of salt; sweeten and flavor to the 
taste; bake three or four hours, stirring 
often till nearly done.

It can hardly be said that such large 
possessions estimated at over a thousand 
acres—in one family is of benefit to the 
town.

with other lands in 1635. His (John’s) | 
grand-father, Edmund Quincy, the second, | 
was born in England, and inherited and 
settled on the Wollaston estate, becoming 
Lieutenant-Colonel of “ the Suffolk Regi- 
ment,” the present Ancient and Honora- 
ble Artillery Company. Edmund's son 
Daniel died before himself, leaving one | 


son, John—he for whom the town was| 


named. John Quincy was born in 1689, | 
held the office of Speaker of the House | 
of Representative longer than any other 
,person during the charter of William and 
Mary, and was representative from Brain- 
tree and member of the Executive Coun- 
cil forty consecutive years—of course one 
of the leading public characters of that} 
period. This personage was the great-| 
‘grandfather, on his mother’s side, of John | 
Quincy Adams, for whom the latter wie! 
named, which establishes the relationship | 
between the Quineys and the Adamses.

It derived its name from a col- 


ony of German settlers, who about 1753, 
under the patronge of a number of gen- 
tlemen of Boston, commenced the manu- 
facture of glass at this point. They were 
evidently deceived in the promises held | 
out to them for emigration, such as living | 
separately in a community governed by| 
their own laws, the freedom of all cows | 
found in the woods, &c., but nevertheless | 
they prospered. With them came several, 
weavers,pottery-makers,spermaceti-work- 
ers, &c.

The distinguished gon, | 
before his removal to Boston, lived in his 
father’s house here, in which he was born ; 
as once did also Col. Josiah Quincy grand- 
father of the namesake of the town, who

The lot 
still is known as the Hancock lot, and the 
“ Hancock house ” (hotel) is near by. 

In this town once stood the dwelling of 
Thomas Revel, one of the regicides of

PRESERVING CABBAGES.

they are left out as late as they can be 
pulled up by the roots, in this section, 
about the end of November, they are

feet alleys between, care being taken to 
have the ground levelled where the cab- 
bages are placed, so that they pack nicely
